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Judge Signs Certificate 
for Mrs. McMaines

Sandra Moffett McMaines, 
wBTas TJfeTnTHr^flefSett 1 " as 
having been a “sort of a party 
girl,” will have a date with the 
Orleans 3 arish Grand Jury to 
testify about an alleged presi-.

if the latest move of the dis- 
trict attirney’s office proves 
effectual. 

Assistant District Attorney 
James Alcock Monday ob- 
tained a certificate of attend-, 
ance as ting Nebraska courts 
to compel Mrs. McMaines, 
who is f -ee on bond in Omaha 
on a ms terial witness charge, 
to a p p e a r in New Orleans 
April 18, 19 and 20. 

Judge Bernard J. Bagert, un- 
der whose charge the grand 
jury is, signed the certificate, 
which op ;rates under a uniform 
act for return of out-of-state 
witnesses in criminal proceed- 
ings. Nebraska has this uni- 
form act, as does Louisiana; j 
and court attaches said Judge 
Bagert’s order makes the for- _ 
mer Mis,; Moffett’s return vir- 
tually automatic. 

She ha,; said that she was at 
one time in love with Perry - 
Raymond Russo, district at- j 
torney Jim Garrison’s star wit- j 
ness thus, far in his assassina- 
tion investigation.

However, she denies Russo’s 
testimony that she attended a J 
party in 1963 at which retired 
businessman Clay L. Shaw, Lee 
Harvey -Oswald and David Wil- 
liam Fer'ie allegedly plotted to 
kill Presi dent. John F. Kennedy. (

drawn to pay for her travel and 


lodging expenses. 

Another inquiry figure, who 
was indicted for perjury, will 
be arraigned Friday in the 
court of Criminal District Judge 
Oliver P. Schulingkamp. 

Milton Brener, attorney for 
Layton Patrick Martens, said 
his client will plead not guilty 
to the charge of having per- 
jured himself in grand jury 
testimony which apparently 
concerned burglary of a muni- 
tions bunker near Houma in 
August of 1961. 

Brener said he will ask for 30 
days in which to file special 
pleadings. Martens, a former 
roommate of deceased pilot Fer- 
ric, denied lying to the grand 
jury. 

Judge Schulingkamp said he 
will not issue any formal guide- 
lines for conduct of principals in 
the Martens case. 

“I am willing to rely on the 
word of counsel that they won’t 
make any extrajudicial pro- 
nouncements on the matter of 
guilt or innocence or other part 
of the case,” he said. 

Gordon Novel, who has been 
charged with the munitions 
bunker burglary along with 
Sergio Arcacha Smith, main- 
tains that he was “nowhere 
near” the scene of the bur- 
glary. 

William Gurvich, Garrison’s 
chief aide, gave his reactions to 
Novel s statements, which were 
made Sunday morning. 

Gurvich said Monday: 

“Mr. Novel’s pattern is a very 
strange one. According to the 
local newspapers his comments 
to them have been very conflict- 
ing. 

“First he said the district at- 
torney probably wanted to talk 
to him about Sergio Arcacha 
Smith. 

“Second, Mr. Arcacha denied 
ever hearing of Novel. 

“Third, Novel stated to the 
press that the burglary at 
Houma was a ‘patriotic’ one. 

“Fourth, he’ wants to return 
to Louisiana with a guarantee of 
immunity from prosecution, to 
which the grand jury and the 
district attorney have replied 
‘impossible.’ 

“Fifth, the latest story given 
to the press is that he now has 
witnesses who will testify he was 
nowhere near the bunker that 
was burglarized. 

“In his press releases, Novel 
refers only to the Orleans 
Parish charges and makes no 


reference to the Terrebonne 


parish charge.” t- 

BURGLARY CHARGED 
The district attorney’s office I 
has alleged in an affidavit that 
Novel conspired with Arcacha 
[Smith and Ferrie to commit 
simple burglary. However 
Terrebonne officials have 
| charged Novel and Arcacha 
Smith with the burglary. The 
Orleans Parish district Attor- 
ney’s office labeled Novel an 
important material witness 
shortly after he disappeared 
from New Orleans. 

In Columbus, where Novel is 

( preparing for an extradition 
ight, the 29-year-old former 
light club owner said: | 

“I have numerous witnesses 
where near that bunker on 
the dates' Garrison claims I 
burglarized it.” 

In his latest interview Novell 
said that “things may begin to 
break” Wednesday. 

As to what things may break, 
Novel explained: “I can’t say 
now because of our timing. 
However, you can look for things 
to happen Wednesday which 
will make the picture clearer.” 
Novel said tape recordings in 
his possession will “prove to be 
{very interesting.” 

I He said the National Broad- 
feasting Co. has one of the tapes, 
[and added, “Whenever they de-l 
jeide to use it, Garrison is going 
Idown the drain.”
